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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 109, 111-113, 115, 117-119, and 121 are pending. Claims 109, 115, and 
121 have been amended in this communication filed 07/02/07 entered as Response 
After Non-Final Rejection. 

2. The IDS's filed 5/15/07 and 7/02/07 have been entered and considered. 

3. The 35 (JSC 112, second paragraph rejections are hereby withdrawn in view of 
Applicants' amendments and convincing arguments. 

4. The claim objection to claim 109 is hereby withdrawn in view of Applicants' 
amendment to claim 109. 

5. The 35 USC 112, First paragraph rejections for claims 109, 111-113, 115, 117- 
119, and 121 are hereby withdrawn in view of Applicants' convincing arguments. 

6. Claims 109, 111-113, 115, 117-119, and 121 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
method, apparatus, and computer-readable storage medium for receiving a piece of the 
first information and its property corresponding to the received unique identification 
code from a first database, retrieving a plurality of pieces of the second information and 
their properties from the second database based on the property of the retrieved piece 
of information in a second retrieval step, setting a print priority, preparing a plurality of 
printing layout examples for printing the retrieved pieces of second and first information, 
selecting one printing layout example from the printing layout examples, and creating 
printing data for printing the retrieved piece of the first information and at least one of 
the retrieved pieces of the second information in claims 109, 115, and 121 
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The dependent claims 111-113 and 1 1 7-1 1 9 are also allowed by their 
dependency. 

It appears that the instant invention is beyond the skill of one of ordinary skill in 
the art. Accordingly the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of 
ordinary skill could not have been expected to achieve it, NOR would they have been 
able to predict the results, and as such, they would have had no capability of expecting 
success.
